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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the apparatus 
and method for beating and rolling a food dough belt conveyed between rolling 
members of independent claims 1 and 7 define over the prior art of record since the 
prior art does not teach, suggest, nor render obvious a first rolling member comprising a 
plurality of rolling rollers in an endless orbit, the first rolling member can move upstream 
or downstream along the food dough belt with each roller rotating on its axis, the rollers 
rotating in the reverse direction of the food dough belt if the first rolling member moves 
upstream, and the rollers rotating in the same direction as the food dough belt if the first 
rolling member moves downstream.
